Efore we give a particular Anſwer to the Joveral-pIvTs of 
the fore-mentioned Pamphlet, we think it needful to

that there was preparation made for Printing ſoon after the Que- 
ries were ſent tous. And therefore if he araes eur not anſwering 
his written Queries, as the Ground or Reaſon of his Printing 
them, he diſſembles, and i not plain.

Letter to: one of us; namely Wiltam.Lamboll, t which. W, L. 
gave him an Anſwer in Writing, ſealed, which Anſwer foon after 
L. K. had recetved, he tore into pieces ſealed as it was, withoug 
fo much as looking into it, to ſee or take notice what was written 
therein : Which rude, unreaſonable and unmanly AF? of his (the 
Pruit of a froward peeviſh Mind, and: of 4 Flead-ftrong ungo- 
verned Will) made us think it not' worth our while to. write An- 
wers to be tore in pieces without being read. This was the Rea-. 
ſon why we then for-bore to anſwer his written Queries, which 
we willingly ſubmit to the Fudgment. of Truth in every honest - 
Friend, whether he had not thereby given ju#t cauſe ſo to do? 
And we leave it to the Witneff of God in every upright | Heart, 
whether L. K's publiſhing what he hath done to the World, doh 
not proceel from the Spirit of the World, and ſavour more of 
Strife and' Envy, than of Peace and true Chriſtian Charity ? 
And whether he hath 'not hereby added a further proof of Friends 
Charge againit then of the ſame Spirit with himſelf, namely, that 
they are the firit Publiſhers of Differ ences in Print. _— And if 
any ſhould queſt;on, Why we have not anfivered the Pamphlet ſooner 
after it was printed ? Our anſwer is, (hisTmpatiency confider- 
ed) we therein followed the wiſe man's Counſel, Prov. 26. 4. we 
were not willing tobe haſty upon him with an An/wer, bat to give 
him time to conſider at leifure of that which he had haftily and for- 
 waraly acne, deſiring (if it would have been) that he and. all others 
concerned with him in Speaking, Writing and Printing againſt 
' the Truth and People of the Lord, might have received in them-

elſe, it ſeems .({o far as wecan gather from your Words) to have

the Stars. This ſort of Language is to be found in your Pamphler. 
And. whether this. be Scurrilous or no, let all that read it judge ? 
Andalſo, whoſe Tongue hath been moſt at Liberty ? and who have 
ſpoken as though their Tongues were their own, without fear and 
regard? How often do you call that Perſon you are ſo angry with, 
(for ſending you Packets written between the Lines of your Book) 
Libeler? *Tis the title, and common ſtrain of your Pamphlet, 
Libeler, Libeller : But who-ever it be that you mean, why do you 
fo often call him Libeller? Is it only becauſg he ſet not his Name to 
the Packets, you ſay he ſent you? We can find no other Reaſon 
you give in your Pamphler, but this: Ard this you ſeem to give over 
and over, and call him:ſo often the nameleſs Author, as if ye feared 


_ you ſhould have wanted Matter to fill up your Sheet withqur it. 


And when you had thus vented your Eumity in part againſt him, 
then you Quarrel about your Money (your fourteen and eighteen 
Pence for Poſtage, as you ſay) and Wrangle about a Name, as 
though they were the ewomasn things that troubled you.

phane Reader. By thy elf therefore, and out of thy own Mouth, 
i5thine own Work condemned to be the work of a formal Apoſtate, 
a1.d thereforeto be the leſs regarded. However, we are wiiling to 
look through thy Work,and maniteſt more particularly of whit tort 
itis; thou;joyneſt thy Obſervations and Queries together, ſaying, 
Some Obſervations and Queries made publick, that was long ſince deliver- 
ed to ſome of the formal Preachers im Reading. Now Leonard, we 
make no queſtion but by formal Preachers, thy flouting Spirit mean-
